Acting President Kennaugh 


In January 1961 President Kunsela was appointed Chief of the 
Israeli Project conducted by the Research Foundation of the State 
University of New York. This project is operated in conjunction 
with the International Cooperation Administration of the United 
States Government. Its principal purpose at this stage is to de- 
velop a system of higher education in Israel through the coordi- 
nation of existing college and university facilities and the organi- 
zation of a land grant college.
